Saturd ay ev en in g he was pron oun ced 
at d eath’s d oor. 
Mr. Campbell was born at Comrie, 
Scotlan d , on March 9. 1842. 
He en ­ 
listed in the secon d British 
D r a g o o n s 
at Liv erpool, later receiv in g an hon ­ 
orable d ischarge. 
He came to America in 1807 an d 
located in Callaway coun ty, where on 
October 28, 1869, he was married to 
Miss Melissa A. Northway. 
In 1885 Mr. Campbell came to Se­ 
d alia, where he had reisid ed con tin u­ 
ously sin ce. 
He was a Presbyterian by faitb, al­ 
though he had n ot affiliated with an y 
church in Sed alia. 
H® join ed the Mason ic fratern ity at 
Ced ar City, Mo., on December 4, 1880, 
an d on Nov . 19, 1886, tran sferred hie 
membership to Gran ite lod ge No. 272,
